Laney Hester, the president of the 
county Fraternal Order of Police, 
claimed that the new regulations re- 
flect political concerns. “It’s election 
year,” he said, ‘and Winfield Kelly 
doesn’t want to alienate voters. I 
think this is designed to appease a 
yocal minority. It’s a response to 
pressure from the community.” 

BUT RHOADS POINTED out that 
the current gun use regulation “is 
five and a haif pages of small type.” 
The new regulation -- specifics of 
which have not been worked out — is 
expected to be written and promul- 
gated by next weekend. ; 

“We understand a police officer 
has a few seconds to make these 
decisions,” Rhoads said in an inter- 
view, “and we want them to remem- 
ber (the concept of clear and present 
danger) all the time. You have to. 
This is the most important order. It 
deals with deadly force.” 

Rhoads added, “We don’t want to 
get to a point where we're locking 
those holsters because there'll come 
a day — we always hope not — but 
there'll come a day when at officer 
will have to take a life.”” 

By late yesterday afternoon a mes- 
sage from Rhoads about the impend- 
ing change in the firearms regulation 
was being read at rollcails in each 
precinct in the county. 

In part, Rhoads’ statement said: 
“This more restrictive general order 
is being imposed because it is imper- 
ative that no one be needlessly slain 
or injured by a_ Prince George's 
County police officer. All officers 
may be assured, however, that the 
order will be drafted in such a way 
that their lives and the lives of others 
will not be exposed to further jeop- 
ardy.”
